I Rubin visits Vietnam 
| f to sign debt agreement 


t HANOI,' Viemam (AP) — Seek- 
ing to develop closer economic ties 
with Vietnam, Trea-sury Secretary 
Robert Rubin arrived here Sunday 
to sign a pact obliging the commu- 
nist government to repay the 
wartime debts of South Vietnam. 

Rubin' is the highest-ranking 
US. economic official to visit Viet- 
nam since the war’s end in 1975J 

Although President Clinton 
lifted q decades-old economic 
embargo on Vietnam in 1994, 
and the tivo countries established * 
diplomatic ties in 1995, a full 
trade pact remains elusive. 

Rubin’s trip is an acknowledge- 
ment of Vietnam’s economic 
progress, moving from one of 
Asia’s poorest countries to an 
emerging economy embracing • 
market-oriented reforms. 

“He’s here for an. opportunity 
to see some of the changes that 
have been taking place first- . 
hand,”. Treasury Department 
spokesman Howard Schlosa said. 

In the mid-1980s,. Vietnam 
embarked on a program of 'eco- 
■ nomic reform and. liberalization 
' that in recent years has catapult- . 
ed the countryseconomy to near , 
double-digit growth.

“There is some money flowing in and 
it’s just getting started,” said Brent 
Jussel, chairman of the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Commission and member of 
the Cover the Pool Committee.

Cru m r ine . “We haven’t gone public with

So far, the fund-raising effort has gen- 
erated less than $100,000. Neither 
Crumrine or Jussel would disclose 
exactly how much. 

The committee hopes to buy a heavy- 
duty fabric “bubble” to enclose the 
pool, permitting year-round use. The 
dome would be held aloft by internal air 
pressure, and it could be removed for 
open-air swimming during the hottest 
months of summer. 

The municipal pool is regarded as one 
of the finest in Idaho, but is dosed for 
most of the year. The pool will be open 
from 1-5 p.m. on the Memorial Day 
Weekend, May 24-26, and regular pool 


hours commence on June 7. 

In addition to the cover, Crumrine’s 
committee hopes to buy an inflatable 
“island” for youngsters to frolic upon. 
She is partial, to a 52-foot-long, 6-foot- 
wide “Monster Island” - replete with a 
monster, shipwreck and palm tree. 

“When Monster Island time is over, 
they can just roll it up and put it away,” ■ 
Crumrine said. 

An inflatable island would be icing on 
the cake, but the Cover the Pool 
Committee’s central mission is purchas- 
ing a cover - then donating it to the dty 
for year-round operation of the pool. 

As things stand, the pool operates at a 
defjtit. Budget projections indicate the 
defidt would increase if the pool went 
to year-round operation because it 


means year-round salary and mainte- - 
nance expenses. 

Informing people about the pool’s 
potential for a wide range of aquatic 
pursuits is the best way to raise money 
for a cover, Jussel said. In addition to 
swimming, the pool could be used fof 
scuba diving, kayak training, aqua aero- 
bics and other endeavors. ; 

“We’re taking the show on the road to 
civic groups, churches, youth groups, 
senior dtizens - anyone who wants to 
hear it,” Jussel said. 

A mass-mailing to all members of the 
Twin Falls Area Chamber of Commerce 
also is in the works.

■ metal or hard plastic handcuffs 
and leg shackles. Utah prisons, 
however, use metal handcuffs 


inmates who require restraint. 

“Frankly, we would love some- 
one to give us an idea, what do 
we do instead?" Ford said. . 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union said it was investigating 
possible litigation over the chair 
even before Valent died. . 

Jeffrey Metzner, a Denver psy- 
chiatrist, said that in the 20 prison 
systems he has visited as correc- 
tional medicine expert, he has seen 
the chairs in only two or three. 

Metzner said restraints are ap- 
propriate when other methods — 
like seclusion in a padded cell — 
don’t work. “Even in a padded cell 
you can hurt yourself," he noted. 

Restraints can be used in a 
humane fashion, he said. “In fact, ' 
that’s why they're used. They . 


prevent people from harming 
themselves and others.” 

But they can be dangerous. . 

— An-in m a te-who-enn not-be — 
released should have one arm or 
leg at a time unshackled. “It can 
be painful to have no range of 
motion,” Metzner said. 

In any case, long-term restraint 
is not wise, he said. 

“Any time* people are being 
restrained longer than 72 hours 
it’s a reason of concern,” Metzner 
said. “Someone who needs that 
level of restraint you think about 
a hospital setting.” 

Metzner said some prison dinics 
never use restraints. “And it’s not 
that they get a different type of in- 
mate,” he said. “It’s because there 
is a different expectation and atti- 
tude and environment created.” 
Cohen would set even stricter 
time limits on restraint, with four 
hours a general outer limit.

South-blamed poor luclcnnd 
alert defense for his loss of to- 
day's game. It wasn!t until the. 
postmortem that he realized he 
blew the ga'me because of care- 
less play. 

South won the first trick with 
his spade queen and counted nine 
sure winners even if he lost a trick 
to the club, queen. So he cashed 
his dub king and led another club 
to dummy’s nine for a losing fi- 
nesse. East, counting tricks belter 
than South, saw the futility of re- 
turning a spade (South's spade 
ace was his ninth winner), so East 
returned a heart. South ran dum- 
my’s dubs in hopes of a defensive 
slip, but the defense did not coop- 
erate. In the end, the defense took 
two diamonds, one club add two 
.hearts, and the game went one 
down. 

What relatively simple play did 
South overlook? Instead of cash- 
ing his dub king in an attempt to 
score six dub winners, he should- 
have led a low dub to dummy’s 
nine. If East took his queen, South ■ 
still had the club king for on entry 
to his spade ace. And if East 
bravely refused to take his club 
, queen, South would win six club - 
tricks to score the game. 

It’s often easy to count enough 
winners to make a game. More 
difficult might be the matter of 
cashing them. 


ANSWER: Diamond king. Win 
the first trick to get a look at 
dummy. Partner’s signal and 
dummy's holding will guide your 
'next play.

More produce contaminated; what’s safe anymore?

TWIN FALLS — Does the very thought 
of Exoli in your Caesar salad chill you like 
a serving of hepatitis- infested frozen straw- 
berries? 


Then Greg Bohach has some 
bad news for you. 

• ?In some situations, the only 
protection you have is the rep- 
iu tation of the resttiurimr 
whete^you’re. eating or,. in the,, 
case of frozen fruits, the suppli- 
er where you buy them,” said 
the University of Idaho bacte- 
riologist. “There’s always a 
potential risk of foodborne 
infection.” 

That risk came home .to 
Idahoans on Friday when the 
state Department of Health 
and Welfare announced that 
the same batch of frozen straw- - 
berries that sparked a nation- 
wide hepatitis-A scare last 
week was in Idaho too. ' . 

5 V “It is unlikely the suspect 
frozen strawberries made it to 
local grocery stores’becuuse 
usually, these large containers 
are delivered to a specific 
clientele, like institutions,” • 

Don' Brothers, food program

and Drug Administration 
reports, the strawberries 
entered Idaho in large contain- 
ers and were distributed primarily to insti- 
tutions and food service establishments 
such as hospitals, nursing homes, jails, 
restaurants and schools.

Circumdsion seems to confer 
protection against penile cancer, 
for example, but the risk of this 
disease is extremely small any- 
way, he said. Studies from 
Europe have also found that 
uncircumcised boys are more ' 
likely to have urethral infections, 
but again the rates of infections.' . 
are small, and the infections can' - 
be warded off by maintaining. -

was ripped off when his wedding 
ring latched on to a book as he 


leaped from a van. 

“I jumped out, and I heard my 
wedding ring go ding, ding, ding 
on the ground,” Piszel says: “I 
thought to myself, Td better get 
this ring, or Pm going to be in 
trouble.’ So I put the ring back on 
my finger, and when I did I said, 
‘That didn’t feel right.’ That’s 
when I noticed my finger was tit- 
ling on the ground.” 

With the top two segments of 
his left ring finger c hilling in an 
Igloo cooler, Piszel searched for a 
way off the island. Finally,, a pro- 
fessor with a plane ; — “He has a 
bad heart, and his vision isn’t 
much better than his heart," 
Piszel says — piloted him to 
another island, where an air 
ambulance ferried him, to 
Jackson.. 

Doctors there were skeptical 
.they. could reattach the finger 
because more than 10 hours hod 
passed since the accident. But 
Piszel, an avid clarinetist for 16 
^eara; urged them to do their 

Three days after surgery, 
Piszel’s hand had become gan- 
grenous. On the third day, he met 
Judy Lasher, a psychologist. He 
figured she’d come to prepare, 
him for the amputation of the fin- 
ger. 

Instead, she told him to fight, 
told him that he wds the only one 
who could tiive his fing er. • 

“Then she told methat sHe 
wanted to hypnotize me,” says 
Piszel, who had dropped out of 
chiropractic school because of 
. what he calls voodoo medicine. “I 
have to tell you when she said, 
Tm going to hypnotize you,’ I 
looked at. her like she had five 
heads — at least.” 

Lasher had been- using hyp- 
notherapy with patients recover- 
ing from surgery, teaching them 
how to relax and focus their 
minds on something other than . 
the pain. It worked with Piszel, 
allowing him to forgo painkillers. 

In fact,- it worked so well that 
Lasher suggested something even 
more radical: trying hypnothera-

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py in the operating room. 

Twice a .week,- Piszel was 
undergoing a painful procedure 
that involved scraping away dead 
flesh and denning and dressing 
the reattached finger. Because 
other methods of blocking pain 
didn’t work on him, doctors were 
having to place him under gener- 
al anesthesia. 

“It was making him sick,” 
Lasher says, “and it interfered 
with his sleep and wake cycle.” ' 

‘ Even though hypnotherapy 
. had weaned him from painkillers, 
Piszel was leery of using it in the 
operating room. 

“There’s no human being that 
could be more skeptical than 
me," Piszel says. 

“But she delivered, and, by 
God, it worked.’’ 

Lasher told Piszel to visualize 
himself swaying in a hammock, 
surrounded by his mother, father, 
wife, all the people yfho love him. 
She told him to imagine that 
hammock was strung near a . 
-pladd lake.- Piszel drifted away, - • 
and, when the surgery was over. 
Lasher told him to ride an escala- 
tor back to consciousness.
